**,- very where he goes, and whatever he does, 
Rockwell gcaeriites hostility and bmJ publicity for 
himself -^denuncia lions from the pulpits from the 
press, radio and TV. and from numerous organizations 
and promineui Individuals. 

*‘l only wish that the same were true of the Com- 
munist Party leaders who* for many reasons, pose a 
very real tEsreat to this country.” 

Thus spoke Congressman John Aslibrook on 
the floor of Congress on February 9, 19G7, quoting 
from a report on the American Nazi Party and its 
**fuhTer.*' George Lincoln Rockwell. The myth of 
Nazi power and the danger of a Nazi take-over 
in this country and all over the world is being kept 
alive by a vast number of old and new movies, 
television programs and writings. No such energy 
has been expended on the real threat to this country 
and the world, the International Commutsist Con- 
spiracy, by the controlled Hollywood film industry, 
the TV networks, the news media and book publishers. 
The truth ia that the Nazis have never been a threat 
to this country and Hitler’s followers have all but 
disappeared from the world scene w'ith the exception 
of R large group which Joined the ranks of the Com- 
munists openly. There are many former high-ranking 
Nazis holding office ia the Comm uci 1st countries. 

The American Nazi Party was formed some 
seven years ago by George Lincoln Rockwell, a 
fornuir U-S. Naval Officer, who gathered together a 
group of followers described by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities as anything but an im* 
pres s i ve lot, T he if in v c s tl ga ti on r e vea I ed the t amon g 
Rockwell’s followers are individuals who have 
dishonorahlc discharges from thcU.S, Armed Forces, 
former inmates of mental hospitals, homosexuals, 
and criminals. 

For several years the American Nazi Party has 
operated from an old mansion at 923 North Randolph 
Street, .ArHuEton, Virginia, from which address was 
issued the ROCKlVEUi REPORT, its official pub- 
lic Rtion. In his issue of January 19fi-L Rockwell 
states he is not a Chriatifiti, that be is an agnostic. 
In his issue of OcL-Nov. 19S5 he characterizes life 
at his ”HQ” as “miserable,” with fifteen people 
living there, sleeping all over the floors, in ears, 
etc. This type of life seems to appeal to assorted 
odd-balls. 

Some light was thrown on the Ameiican Nazi 
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Party when a man named Daniel J. Burros coimnitted 
suicide late in 1965, after having been exposed as 
being Jew ish and an Tuf lc i a! ‘ of iKe E u K t ux““K]^ . 
TPiurned diTt 1 kfrTBurios ftacT aTso been affilzateiF' 
wdth Rockweir.s group earlier. Since the news was 
out Rockwell had to cope with it. He tells us about 
ilin his Oet.-Nov. 1965 ROCKWELL REPORT. 

Under the title of “The Burros Business,” he 
writes: 

“The last three days since Dun Burros shot him- 
self have been pretty wild here. The calls and 
interviews from Life, Newsweek, the Networks and 
all the papers, it seems, in the svorld. have kept our 
phones ringing night and day, -until T cutkd u prexs 
conference to deal with the sHuaticii in an orderly 
and efficient manner. * , . 

“Just to present the facts to OUR people, T will 
therefore print a resume of Lhc whole Burros affair. 

“Burros appeared here one day in early I 960 on a 
visit from New York City. He was an avid collector 
of Germati and Nazi 'souvenirs .Burros was hyp- 
notized by the sight of LIVE Nazis - in UNIFORMS, 

— he just HAD to be one, too.” 

After Burros Joined up and moved into "mi.^crable” 
headquarters, Rockwell and his “Nazis” got to 
know him better. Rockwell wTites: “We learned 

that he had been sent to the Army heads hrinker for 
sadiatie tendencies and Nazi leanings. . .he had 
strangled tho mascot of the lOlst Airborne Di- 
vis ion... .bare-headed ly throttling the young eagle. . . 

“He would spend hours ElcofuUy descrihitig the 
various tortures he had invented for the Jews f Burros 
claimed to be Gorman but was himself a Jew)..,, 
He also collected all kind of pornography. . . 

“In spite of these aberrations, he was really a 
brilliant young man, and hugeb' dedicated to the 
Cause, there was no doubt of that then, and ay 
doubt of it now . .... 

“He considered himself a master-spy type, and 
kept demandiFig to be invested with the powers of 
our official 'S3 POLICE SPY’ and Gestapo boss 
(which melodrama tics I ilun’l permit around here). 

“Dissatisfied at the lack of musical-comedy-type 
'Nazigtn’ here, at the diet of chicken-backs and 
beans..-, he began to plot w'ith another man to 
desert and start their own ’Nazi’ Party. He stole his 
own and another sworn application... crawled out of 
a second-story window one night, and slipped up to 
New York City...- 
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‘^lii New York, Burros published a rnagzizino called 
^KlLU' Full of blood and terror ond demands for 
*ftiou IT mills of corpses,’ etc. — and aUofull of denun- 
eiatiojjs of me and Ike American Nazi Party.... 

■ “He had meanwhile goiieu involved with James 
Madole and the National tLenaissance Patty in New^ 
York» and got caught w ith a copy of ’Kros’ filthy 
magazine, and a charge of riot, arms, etc. which sent 
him off to Sing Sing for a while, I felt sorry for him, 
and after getting a new application ^ ga\"e him a Party 
card back as n sort of gesture. aUfiougk we wanted 
^ no part of Burros here,”

^‘At the"timi~ of his death, Burros was still pub- 
Ushlng his “Free AmericHn*' all covered with swas-^ 
tikas and adulation of the Germans, etc, t was a mem- 
ber of the American Nazi Party*' Madolo’s group G 
believe), and also acting as tho Kleagle or Dragon 
of the Kian in New York/’ We must admit Burros 
was a very busy man. 

Tiie Madole, to whom Rockwell refers, is James 
H, Madole, age 38* head of the National Renaissance 
Party, described as a Neo-Nazi group. By some strange 
coincidence, another man, also Jewish rmd also 
named Burros, but allegedly no relation to the other 
Burros, became National Secretary of the National 
Eenaissance Party, a violently anti-Jewish organi- 
zation which distributes auti-Semitic literature. 

In November of 1965 the Middletown, N.V. 
TIMES HERALD RECORD revealed the Jewish back- 
ground of Robert J. Burros , after w hich the National 
Renaissance Party held a meeting and stripped him 
of his title of National Secretary but continued him 
as a member. The NEW YORK TIMES of November 5, 
1965 <luoted James Madole, head of the National Re- 
naissencc Party, as stating in an interview that he 
“regretted” that Robert Burros had concealed his 
Jewdsh background, but that “as far as I' m concerned. 
Burros is A-l.”The TIMES article stated: “Mndole, 
who has been active in neo-Nazi activities since the 
late nineteen-forties, said there wore other members 
of hb party wUli backgrounds similar to Robert Bure os. 

An exposure of the operations of those who 
promote ” anti-Semitism” in order to keep the funds 
coming into the Anti-befamatLon League of B’nm 
B’rith and put fear into the hearts of the Jews of the 
world, is detailed in ft public Ation entitled, “The 
Bigots Behind the Swastika Spree” by Joseph P. 
Ramp. (This booklet may be obtained from “Head- 
lines,” Box 333, Westport, Conn*, price forty cents) 
Mr, Kamp, who has been righting the International 
Communist Conspiracy since 19I&, 1$ ono of the 
besLinfonued anti-commutiists in America and has 
suffered from the tesulfcittg ADL smears. 

On Page 2St of Mr. Komp’s booklet, we read; 

“The ADL is controlled and directed by pto-Com-

“The AnLi-Dofamalicti League of B’nai B’rith is 
supposed to promote tolerance and good will, end 
counteract onti-Seuiltiain. Instead, It breeds intoler- 
ance, promotes hate, fosters racial and religious 
prejudice, and deliberately fans the Hames of anti- 
Semitism to collect more miilions to perpetuate 
its filthy hate racket." 

Giving names and events to back up his charges 
against the ADL, Mr* Kamp states on Page 32 of 
. his booklet: 

“Anodicr ADL payrollcr, who from time to time 
made violent anti-Semitic speeches under National 
Renaissance Party auspices, vvas Richard Kamel, aa 
cx-convict Charley Smith, nee Smetona, an old-time 
spy for tlie ADL tichvork. dropped around to give 
Madole some helpful hints and to contribute a little 
cash.

As of December 1965 the American Nazi Party 
was not doing too well financially and the Washing- 
ton, P.C., EVENING STAR of DeLembor 3, 1935 re- 
ported that their headquarters in Arlington had been 
padlocked that da,v by Internal Revenue Service agents 
to enforce a claim for bach taxes* The article stated: 
""The IRS described the raid as an ‘enforced collec- 
tion* of alleged unpaid withholding taxes, unemploy- 
ment faxes and corporate income taxes for 1S62 Uitough 
the first three months of 1965*..... 

** *We told them we couldiiT pay if. We just don*t 
have the money," Rockwell said**.. 

‘"The sdf-styled Nazi said his entire operation 
‘snbaisis on contributions" and sales of pamphlets, 
insignia, armbands and swastika flags* 

"RockwelPs group maintains another installaLion - 
his residence and the "barracks" - at GloO Wilson 
Boulevard , where ho and several of the party mem- 
bers live* 

“ArUnBton Doputy Tteasnrer B.L. Fletcher told a 
reporter that Rockwell also had boon delinquent on 
local persona I property taxes for the years 1060-63**. 

** ‘The only way wo can collect is to try to find 
some assets of his, but so far wc haven't found any," 
Fletcher said* 

‘"The IRS raid was directed only at propc?rty ‘be- 
lo n gi n g to the c orpor at Ion - not pers on a 1 be Ion gi n gs , " 
according to an agency spokesman. 

“The corporation is called G.L. Rockwell Party, 
Inc. Rockwell said that the Virginia legislature had 
prohibited him from chartering his group with the 
word "Nazi* in the name*'* 


While any tax-payer may find himself in diffi- 
culties with the voracious Internal Revenue Service 
and we doriT endorse these collection methods, we 
have included this inrofmalton to point out the sorry 
state of the finances of the American Nazi Parly* 
However, this indigent organization with a handful 
of members gets ustioniil publicity with every move 
it makes and it is tied in with legiUittale “right- 
wing” groups. 


Nazism, however* either here in the United 
/ States in the form of O.L* HoekwcH's strange group 
\ or in Germany under Hitler, is not a "‘right-wing"* 
Vjiiovement. In an article in the BIRMINGHAM I.NDEy 
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PENDENT of August .^l.Septomber 7. 1906, we read 
the following* under the headline: ""NAZIS WORKING 
KING, COMMUNISTS, IN ailCAGO: 

“The American people have been conditioned by 
Communists, u^itig Poylovinn brainwashing tech- 
niques, to bsUove that Nazis and Communists are 
"political oppesiLes*" Xothitig conld be further from 
the truth* Com m unis ta and Nazis are ncithcr‘poIiti- 
cal" nor ‘opposite.* They are simply branches of the 
criminal conspiracy ClMternational Comenunist Con- 
spiracy) dedicated to enslaving the entire world. 

""The basic building block of Communism Is seme- 
tliing called the "science of Dialectic Materialism*" 
All Communists have been schooled iu the science 
of dialectics. Dialectics consists of au onrushing 
"thesis," which is opposed hy an immovable "anti- 
thesis," there is a clash, and from out of the "clash* 
comes a "synlhesb, ' ""**,, 

"Dialectics as used in the civil rights movement, 
consists of simply: (I) The Thesis* or an action, fn 
this case, "non-violent" demonstriitiotis. (2) The 
Antithesis, or a reaction. This, of course, consists 
of reactions of the rock -throwing, swastika-carrying 
‘Nazis and racists.* (3) The Synthesis. Out of the

The Congressional Record of February 9, 1967 
contains a detailed report on the subject of the Anieri- 
ican Nazi Party made by Rep* Edwin IVillis to the 
House Un-Ametican Activities Committee and insert- 
ed into the Congressional Record by Rep. John .Ash- 
brook* Mr* Askbrook stated that the report w^as based 
on an extensive study of the organization and that 
the committee staff had been collecting information 
on the American Nazi Party since it was formed sumo 
seven years ago. He stated also: 

"It is interesting to note that the committee finds 
that the Rockwell Nazis have probably less than 50 
active members* and it is doubtful that the group 
has numbered more then UK) members natigmally at 
any time in the past.

The report placed into the record stales: 

“The American Nazi Party, as Its name indicates, 
has openly advocated a form of government for the 
United States Ibat is both alien and hostile to that 
provided hy the Constitution* It has categorized 
itself as a subversive organization not only by its 
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name* btiL by Open profession of Nazi aims, * * 

**lVhilo George Lincoln RockwcU has matie sorae 
trips abroad and ha*^ sympathetic and ideologicai 
ties with some relatively small Nasi rnovemems in 
other coantfios> neither he nor his party serve as 
aeonts of any foreign Nazi Eovcimmeat as such. In 
addition, Nazism is largely discredited as a poUt- 
ical ideology Lti all parts of the world and there are 
no indications that there will be any change in this 
situation in the nesf future* *, ,

"For this reason, even though thoir alms and

tomnuttee of the Congress, would be dignifying 
Rockwell far beyond his importanco if we were to 
hold hearings on his group* 

"RockwelL of course, wants us to i n vc at i irate his 
organization. He has written Letters to me asking;

He recently announced that* in the hope of creating 
a better image, he was changing the name of his 
orgamzation from ‘American Nazi Party* to 'National 
Socialist White Peop!e*s Party.* He also indicated 
that the Party*s rallying cry would be changed from 
HUler^s ‘Scig HeiPto ‘ft'hile Power,* 1 doubt that he 
will gain much by this. To inforaied Americans, 
‘National Socialism* spells Hitlerism just as much 
as the term ‘Nazism’ docs, 1 doubt* too, that Amer* 
leans will be taken in by the call of ‘White Power/ 
as Rockwell defines it, any more than they were 
tgken in by Hitler's traditional rallying cry.** 

Wo agree with Chairman Willis but wc do noh 
think this is the point, AmoricanB will not be fooledN 
into joining Rockwell, but they are fooled by the 
left-wing press into equating him with legitimate 
conservative acUvitlos and organizations and per- 
sons* Rockwell and his ‘troopem* are never put in 
their proper place in the political spectrum (which is 
the extreme left) by the ndws media and the same is true 
of Hitler and his Nazis. The public is therefore led 
to believe that “fascists*’ and Nazis, who .ARK 
alike, arc on the far tight instead of the far left* 
The terms “fascist* * and “Nazi** ato used as epilljets 
by the Communists to describe anti-communists but 
they are not accurate descriptions of the anti-eoniy^ 
^munist, conservative political orientatlpu* 

Another purpose served by tho likes of Rock- 
well is that of a catalytic agent, sparking a violoiit 
reactiou against the multitude of demonstrating 
peaceniks and civil rights agitators 
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However, Llie most importunt result of Rock- 
well and his phony Nazis, we feel, is to giiiT? credence 
to the constanl warnings of the “RISE OF NEO- 
NAZISM** and the eons I ant harping on the evils 
thereof. The Comm unis ts are alw ays anxious to keep 
the Nazi myth alive. In a recent “Staiement by 
Soviet Government/* dated January 30, 1967* isatied 
by the Embassy of the Union of Soviet Soeinlisl 
Republics, In format ton Department, we read: 

"The attention of the peoples and governments of 
European countries, and not only European, is again 
attracted to the activities of the forces of nazism 
and militarism in the Federal Republic of Gormany, 
All this shows that though more than two decades 
have, passed since the adoption of tho historic 
Potsdam decisions, the criminal past of hitler ism 
has not by far been done away with in the FRG, 
that the nazi spirit has not died there* that it lives 
on, * , , * 

“The revival of nazism in the FRG is a mani- 
festation of a fatal malady which undermined and 
destroyed the foundation of the Weimar Republic, 
and brought into being the hitler rogime with its 
monstrous crimes against peace aact hunianily. * , . 

“Tho attempts to beliltle the danger of tho growing 
activity of the noo-nazi forces in the FKG in many 
ways tesemble the soothing statements made in 
the past, , , ,
